But the real boon this year has 
been in the coverage that the 
commercial TV stations are giving 
the game and for that you have to 
give a huge plug to Optus. 

Because their Harry Michaels' 
produced programmes are now 
available to the commercial 


stations, and whata top job Robbie 
Wheatley and his team are doing, 
we now get soccer on the news, on 
late night sports and in news 
updates, 

Add to that our regular diet of 
fabulous SBS and we are really 
being spoiled. 

So who's complaining? 

Certainly not me and | believe 
that it is a positive sign that the 
interest in the game is on the up 
and up, and interest in football not 
just the goings on behind the 
scenes.. 

| don't read too much into the 
increase in Ericsson Cup crowd 
figures because in post World Cup 
seasons the trend is for increase 
and instead we have to be very 
careful not to suffer a decrease in 
the following two years. 

But the signs are definitely there, 
and things are looking pretty damn 
fine. 

However, | believe that the entry 
of the Perth Glory into next year's 
competition will also be a huge 
boost for the game. 

Their inclusion is the only 
innovative step that we have taken 
since the introduction of summer 
soccer and will reap huge rewards. 

South Melbourne have already 
shown that we are the biggest club 
in the country and | believe that the 
new competition from the Golden 
West will do nothing but good for 
the game. 

Everything really is looking good, 
so good that we are all 
undoubtedly set for a Good and 
prosperous New Year, 

My sincere best wishes to all of 
our readers — have a good one. 
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OTHING |S impossible. 
Just ask South Melbourne 
coach Frank Arok, a 
realist in a world of sporting 
fantasy, yet one who decided even 
when the Blues were perched on 
bottom spot in the Ericsson Cup 
that the game wasn't over. 
“If we could string together 
another three good results then we 
could be right up there in the Top 
Six," he says. 
But with Arok it isn't so much 
what he says, but how he says it.

CONSTANT source of debate this 
season has been the amount of extra 
time been put onto games. 

Depending on how you feel at the 
time, or whether your team suffers or 
benefits, reflects your own particular 
attitude to this conundrum. 

But without doubt it is just another 
example of the increasing pressure 
and strain being placed on the men in 
the middle, the men who can 
seemingly do no right. 

George Dobbin, a referee instructor 
and senior official agrees saying; 
"There is just too much being asked of 
them. Why can't we have independent 
timekeepers like they do in other 
sports?" 

That would seem to make so much 
sense that it is surprising that nothing 
has ever been done. But the ‘extra 
extra’ time is nothing new and has 
really been a part of the world wide 
game for the last six or seven years. 

It has just taken time to be really

experienced in Australia and maybe 
this season more than others our 
Ericsson Cup referees are under 
instruction to let the time on the field 
reflect the amount of time actually 
played. For the press it throws up 
other interesting side issues. 

For instance if a player scores in the 
fourth minute of stoppage time in the 
first half is it recorded as the 45th or 
49th minute? Most reporters carry on 
the age old convention of writing the 


Extra time but no 


game up as a 90 minute whole with 
half time traditionally being blown at 
the 45th minute mark. 

But that convention is no longer 
really appropriate. Maybe a better 
standard is to indicate which minute 
the interval falls in. 

However it does make what is 
supposed to be a simple game alot 
more complicated. Is five minutes 
extra time too long in any game, is the 
use of the word ‘extra’ really 
appropriate or should we instead refer 
to it as 'stoppage' time - or even 
‘overtime’ as the Americans have it? 

Sydney United suffered from 
‘stoppage’ time in their game against 
UTS Olympic, a game they would 
have won if it had been played to the 
regulation 90 minutes or even the 
amount of stoppage time that we had 
been accustomed to. 

For coaches it presents another 
problem, that of having players in peak 
condition now for 95 or even 100 
minutes. Branko Culina is quick to 
point out the problems that the extra 
five or ten minutes can make. 

"We would have to change our entire 
training philosophy around to 
accommodate that," he says. "But if it 
was consistently applied then we 
wouldn't have a worry." 

Itis also a big problem for the 
referees who's unpaid overtime is 
seldom popular - except of course if
